The ascent oflho Nile is one of the most interest- 
ing portion* or Mr Whnrburlnn's intelligent narrative. 
Nubia in parts, affords districts of great fortuity and 
beauty, but tho hand of savage power too frequently 
affords ibe following contrast : — 

Nature'* I' vuamsk ajio Mam'i Hcll. Af- 
ter leaving the desert and the gorge, we openad upon 
a broad, calm river, and a country which appeared lo 
■mile wilh vordoro ia comparison to that which wo 
had come from. As the river broadened, there ap- 
peered on island which would have been besot, fol 
any where, and here was like a glimpse or paradise. 
Palm groves wared over peacefol villages, green 
lawns were speckled with flocks and hord*. luxuri- 
ant cornfields were parked ofTby light paling*, mel- 
on gardens ran along the river's vsrdant border, 
which was decked wilh their gobJen foil and flower; 
groves or Ihe loie-lrea and aeacu iheltored Ihe bios- 
sinning bean and lupine from the soo; ond the 
whole icene seemed foil or peace and gentle prosper- 
ity. 

As we slowly glided past this Eden Iho inhabitants 
came lo the w ler's edjje to gnxa upon ihe strangers, 
little children, hand in hand, nlmost loo small lo 
grasp Iho other; an old man, with duwing beard and 
patriarchal robes, was leaning on a graceful girl, 
whoseunveiled limb* displayed a model or symmetry ; 
■he fow oiher peoptu whom we saw were emp'oyed 
in some light labor .from which ihey rsn smilingly lo 
waleh oor bqat as she glided awny from a apol which 
to this moment appears lo have realised all pools 
feign or Iho Golden Age. 

In lilile more than n fortnight, we returned, and 
passed by lhat little isle agaj.r Hell let loose could 
scarcely hive wrought a more foorfol change than 
that which presented itself. The cottage* were 
blackened and reeking ruins; the pslm-treea were 
cut down, Iho gardens trampled and strewn wilh 
many a corpse, thu dry com burnt to the ground, lha 
gentle native* all gone, and replaced by a fieroo sol- 
diery, who prowled aboot this hr-rvett of misery as ir 
in search or further gleaning*. Boat* were passing 
lo and fro. brrily conveying ihe little wealth or lha 
islander* to the oncampment in the main land, and 
returning wilh Ihe horae* and camel* of the invader* 
lo eat up the crop*. — And what was become of the 
inhabitants.7 those whnm I hsd almost envied ss I 
psssed them by on my desert way. Tho men were, 
for the most part, slain, and the less fononata were 
outcast* on the dc-ert or the mountain. Tho chil- 
dren were aold into slavery, the women "be- 
came the prey of that demon souliery. whose arms 
now gleamed from every dark rock around ; and lhal 
little girl— where was she' My blood boiled wilh 
indignslion; I cursed lha Pa«h*. his bloody policy, 
and Ibo fiend; arho ^ministered to il;and nsked Mah- 



moad if he did not blush to belong to Iho esmo race 
as Ihe authors of hi* d.wlnlion. He shook his 
bead, and said : "It was nil God's will'." 

Itelwoen the first and second citarscl rises pre- 
cipitously from the eastern shore of the Nile that tre- 
mendous and isolated rock whiuh according to popu- 
lar belief. He'oslris, three thousand years ago, eul 
into a mighty tamplo, and to which Duckhsrdl waa 
Ih* first lo ravaal lo the cUihasd world as MM of tho 
greatest wonders of nnliqaily. Even if lbs reader hss 
various deacriplion* of Ipaambual fresh in his mind 
he will not dislike lo sco the latest account of the 
VBSl— 

Tkmplx or Osiais — Here a sp>ee of about 100 
feel in height i* luwri from Iho inounluin, smouih, ex- 
cept for the reliefs. Aioug the summit runs a friexe 
of lilile monkeys in long array, aa if the architect 
foil Iho absurdity of the whole business, or as Byron 
sometime finishes off a sublime srntanre wilh a seofl". 
Then aucceedt a line of hieroglyphic, and some faint- 
ly carved figures also in r. lief : and then four coins, 
as! giants lhat soemed lo guard Ibe portal. They are 
•sated on thrones (which form with themselves part 
of the living rock) and are about 00 fori high. Qna 
is quite perfect, adininb'y cot, nnd the proportion! 
accurately preserved; the second is defaced •■ for a* 
lha knee; Ih* lliird in sand lo the waist, and lb* 
fourth has only ihe foco and neck visible abova the 
desert's sandy avalanche. The doorway otands be- 
tween the iwo central statues, and ia surmounted 
by a statue or Isis wearing Ibo me-on aa n turban. 

On entering, ths .traveler finds himself in a temple 
which a fow day's work might r , .lore to lbs state kg 
which it was left jail finished 3,00't years ago. The 
dry climate and its extreme soliditi hate preserved ,1* 
most delicalo details from injury ;hesides which, it wa* 
bcimetically sealed by tbo desert for thpusands or 
years, unlil Huckhirdl di.coiered it, and Mr Kay 
cleared ewiy its protecting hills. 

A vast and gloomy hall, inch as Ebliek might have 
given Valbck audience in, receive! you on passing 
ftom Ihe llvi -:• sunshine into lhal shadowy portal 
It ia some limn before the eye can ascertain its di- 
mensions through the iinpo-ing g'oom conlrasledjwilh 
lhat glare; hul gradually there rsveals ilarir, around 
and sbovo yoa. a vast aisle, with pillar* formed of 
eight colossal giants, upon wbich.thn light of heaven 
haa never shown. 'Iliese images or Osiris are back- 
ed by enormous pillars, behind whajh run Iwo greal 
galleries, snd in these, tnrehtighl ilone enabled us lo 
pursoe a series or sculpla res in reli*r, representing 
Ihe triumphs or Komeris II. pr «es..ttris. The paint- 
ing, which enee enhanced iho effect of those m irj rf d 
representitions, is not dimmod. but crumbled iwiy 
— where ilexist*, the oulor* are a* vivid as ever. 

Th>- unequalled hull I* 100 font in length; nr.d 
aigtii lesser chambers, all sculptured, opeq from it to 
Ihe right and left Straight on is a low doorway, o- 
paning into a second hall nf similar height, supported 
by four sqaara pdla-s; and within all is Ihr udytum, 
in which is a simple niter of the Ihing rork, behind 
which there are four large figures edited on rocky 
thrones. This inner shrine is hewn al least ll'O 
yards into the rock ; and here, in ihosa silent depths 
or Ihst great mountain, those nw fol idols, end lha, 
mysterious altar or human sacrifice, had a very sol- 
emn and imposing effect. Tho^lnlues seemed to »il 
there waiting for some great aummon* which should 
reanimate Ihem, nnd Isaiah's apostrophe lo N<bucbad. 
nrvar came vividly into my mind a* I gnz-d on 
these "kings or the earth who lie in glory, every one 
ui hi* own Iioum." 

Nearer to the first eataraei is the colossal lemp'e 
which appeared to the oothnr lo surpass in grandeur 
and effect ill other remiiri* of thu ancient magnifi- 
cence or Nubia. He thinks tpsamboul iiself i* sgr- 
passcd by 

OuiRr Hassan. Ill as I was, I determined lo 
visit this stupendous temple, and I was wull repaid 
for Ihe exertion. Il is tho •trangett. most unearthly 
sight I ever beheld. Il was dark when we arrived 
in its neighborhood, but ibis did not signify, as III 
mystic receiaca were only visible to torchlight in the 
brightest noon. Colored with a sheet, I was carried 
on a ',i*r by four Arabs or our crew, who relioved 
each iilber in turn; four more Berried torches, nnd my 
friend It nnd Mahmoud brought up the renr. It 
mast have appeared rather a curious procession to 
the Nubian village that wo passed through, hundreds 
of, whose inhabitants, halT or wholly naked, poured 
out lo ite us pass; and some of the moo remonstra- 
ted anxiously in fovor or extinguishing the torches 
until we hod passed through Ibe eprnficlds; these 
were all so dry that a general conflagration wOstM 
have been Ihe consequence ufn spark fulling on a sin- 
gle straw. 

We passed through these fields; than came a strip 
of deserl.lhsn a tall cliir.and ihe enormous prnpylrr*, 
or tho [ample stood before o*. This wa* built by 
human hand*, hut stands out from lha foce or the 
mountain, as if it had formed pari of il, from creation. 
Four giant statues leaning against square pi |lo re sup. 
porta massive entablature. Tho vista or ibis co'oa- 
sal portico lends to a portal in llie living rock, some 
twenly foet in height, and ihis is tbo entrance to lha.

Numerons torches . here gleam*] u, on 
walls shadowly giving out pictured battle* and ki eel 
ing priests, and stern deities; ar.d in the e :n:io orthe 
shrine was a rode altar, within which sat four gignn- 



tic idols, with a strange looking crown opon their 
lieadi, and myitnrlou* emblem* In their hinds-

There w» re many other chambers; ,but wo soon 
returned lo the outer hall, nnd again reverently tra- 
vailed ils solemn oisle* and gnllerle«. Evcrywhsr a 
pillar* and entablature were thickly encrusied wilfl 
reliefo: and many a day might bn passed In this 
■culpiured lihrsry beforo ils vast columns wore ejt- 
haosted of their inlerrtl ond mooning.

We hnve lec/i 
n report of tho tr ial or a man who ia termed Elder 
Dammon, at Dover, Maine, commenced the l"lh 
oil. boforo Moses Sweat and Seih l^se, .Esqre. The 
trial develupes most shocking particulara, and convin- 
ces us moro fully than bafore, lhat town nnd city nn- 
ihorities should intorfore and nrresl.lhcso sonsual nnd 
demoralising proceedings, They nro aa had na lha 
worst day* of that arch soouudral and fonntic, Coch- 
ran, who Med silly women captive, ' and despoiled 
the domestic ponce of many n peaceful aud reapecln- 
ble fomily. A part of tho evidence wo hat o omitted, 
it being loo gross for publication. 

Dammon waa charged wj[h .being a vagabond, a 
common railer and brawler, neglecting lo support hi* 
fomily. Sic He pleaded nol guilty, and numerous 
witnesses were examined during Ihe lime orthe trial, 
which lasted two days. J. W. E Harvey leslified 
that he had attended thoir mcolings iwo days and 
foor evenings.

The room they Went into was n bnc|c 
room. They said Ihe world's people must not go 
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Thar* win n MM on lha floor who lay on her buck 
Willi ■ pillow under har hood; .ho would occasional- 
ly rouse, up and tall a » >•""' which alio aaid wa. re- 
vealed la her. They would al lima* all bo lulking nl 
onoo, hallooing n« iho lo|i or tholr voiooai aonio o' 
lhain .aid ihare waa loo muoh ain tharu. By spoil, 
il waa lha nolaiusl lever Hllendnd. lie had aeon 
lhain in group, hugging and kissing anch othor.— 
Onoa auw Elder Mull wilh hia boola off, mid the wo- 
men would go and kiaa hia Tout. One girl inadn u 
stniink. but did not hil hia foot wilh har Una. I fa.ll 
aald, 'Ho thai ia ashamed nfiim bofaro men. him will 
I bn ashamed of before my ftilhur und the holy an- 
gola ' She then giro his Tool n BBUlbor OtWtt U . 

I. mi. ni l.nmhcrt Icatiliuil ilml ho ullondad u meet- 
ing one evoniug, und tli.it Unmmon wna very abusive; 
oiillod nil other denominations, ilura, murderers, in. 
/\ womtin wna present who pretended to have visions, 
and who was blasphemously oiillod Ihu Imitullon at 
Chrial. 8ho wua anid to hn from Portland: her MRU 
waa F.llon Harmon. Shu told Mr-. Woodbury alio 
most bo Lupus - .1 or go ti» boll. Mra. VV. oonoluded lo 
ho baptised. A Mia« Dnrind.i Uukor, of Orington, 
figured largely rilio told I. .ml. on he wna Iho dntil 
nnd would go to hall. She auhaoi|iienlly went [Mo 
lha bedroom with a man, whom they called Elder 
While, and whon ihoy eimo out limy were hugging 
onoh other. 

Mita linker then went to one Doore, and they ki.s- 
ed uaoh other.

Ayor, Jr. He duniod lhat a man went into tho bed- 
room wilh Miaa Baker. Ho waa an ndvenlial, and 
aaid il waa n part of iheir faith to kiaa each other— 
und lhat they hud Biblo authority for it. lie admit- 
ted Ihnl priaoner had no other haeinuaa thnn to i.ltend 
meeting*. Dammon udmillrd that he had n epiriluul 
wife, and wna glad of il. Ho understood Miaa Har. 
mon find B viainn lit Portland, nnd win travelling 
through the country rcluling il 

Job Moody, ono of iho brelhian allirmed. thai pii.- 
ener hod repeatedly urged upon ihnm the neoeaaily of 
quitting all labor, lie a" rmsd ihnt D'a character 
wttearpod. As for himself he had been aerving the 
Lord and hammering against the dovil of Into. 

Oeorgo Woodbury allirmed he believed ia Miaa 
Harmon 'a vi-iona. bacaoeo ahe told hiawifo'. foelinga 
rorroctly. It waa hia imprcaeion lhat priaoner klned 
hia wife Beliuvea the world will come lo lha end 
wilh m two month*; priaoner preachea ao. Thia ia 
th* rnith of the band. Ho believed aiatera llnrmon'a 
nnd Buker'a revelationa aa much aa though ihoy enme 
from Goo. Sister Harmon aaid to hia wife and the 
glrle, if they did nm do na alio aaid ihry would go lo 
hell. Ilia wife und Dammou paaied acraaa tho floor 
on thoir hauda nnd kneea. Soma man did go into tho 
bod room. Heard brother Dummon any tho gilt of 
healing tho aick lay in Iho ehoreh. Damnum advie- 
ed aa not lo work, bocauee ll.aro i« enough to live 
apno until iho end of Ihn world. 

Thoinoe Proctor testified that priaoner confvaaed lo 
him that Miaa Baker had an eierciio in iho bedroom 
and ho> went in und helped her oul. 

Much other toalimony waa received, pro and con, 
of a aimilar character, and lha priaoner oponod hia de- 
fence. Ho cited [.oka 7, 30; John 13; laal chap, in 
Roman.. Philippine 4lh; lei Thee. Blh chap. 

Prisoner again aroic, nod rend iho OOlh and 126 
pealm. He irguod lhat lha day of gruca had gonu 
by, and thai the believore were rednced, but that 
there wero too many yet, nnd lhal tho end of the 
wnrld would come within n week. 

Tho prisoner wn« sentenced to tun dnye in Iho. 
Iloueo or Correction, from which sentence ho appeal- 
ed.

A Fish hook hcmovcd rxioM the (Esopha- 
gi;* without aw Operation. -- Rrportfl by An- 
drew R. Kn.

In the summer of 1837, Mrs. • • • wa* enjoying 
her usual aitWrr. in the afternoon of a warm day. on 
a pallet spread on the floor in a cool part oflhe bouse; 
aad while she wa. laying on her back aleeping pleas- 
antly, no doubt dreaming of past pleasures, her grand- 
son, n little urchin of three or four summer., wa* 
P'ayiug about the house with afi.hing tackle complete, 
pole, line and hook; who, when he discovered tho 
old lady with her month widely dirtended, thought il 
wa* a BSC opportunity ln"catch a fish." Accordingly, 
in order m effect his purpose, ho cautiously deposited 
lhe "barbed hooU"(l believe there wa* no oailon it) 
into his granddame'a open mouth. The tirtillation 
caused her to waka suddenly, and as her mouth was 
dry from exposure, .he closed il, and S A-allowed Ihe 
hook two or ihreo inches below the uvula So soon 
na *he discovered ber situation, lhe whole family wa* 
assembled by her calls nnd cries of di.|rc»«, txctpt 
lilllt CHarltji. who had dropped his polo in a panic, 
and io provincial ahraac, mizzltti. 

Some gentle efforts were e.sayed In rerun* a the 
hook, both hy the patient and some oflhe family; but 
being appprehensive affixing the barb in the throat, 
they ceased all efforts, and despatched a messenger 
Tor Dr. Leory Antony, who resided in Ihe neighbor- 
hood. When he arrived, and found thai the hook 
wa* not fastened into the flesh, his fertile brain sug- 
gested a plan by which it could be removed safely, 
easily, and tri'Mou/ an operation. 

Hi* plan waa, lo cut off Ihe line within a fool or 
two ofthe mouth ofthe patient; then lo drill a hole 
through a rifie-bullel and drop it over the line, down 
on Ihe hook. In order io Ax the bullet on the point 
oflhe hook and maintain it fiimly in that position, a 
reed wa* procured, the _joinls punched oul. and then 
passed down over the line, mid preued firmly over 
the bullet. In this manner the hook, bullet and rerd 
were all withdrawn nl onco. very easily, without any 
injury to the oesophagus or faece*.
